GREAT MIN E STRIKE. 


OFFICIALLY CALLED OFF. 


Sentiment Overwhelmingly i in Favor 
of Arbitration—Delegates Sing “My 
Country ‘Tis of Thee.” 


ILKESBARRE (Fa) Oct. 21 
With a shout that fairly shook 
the convention bullding, the rep- 
resentatives of the 147,000 mine work- 
“ers who have been on strike since last 
May officially declared off at noon to- 
day the greatest contest ever waged 
between capital and labor and placed 
all the questions involved in the strug- 
gle in the hands of the Arbitration 

Commission appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

When the news was flashed to the 
towns and villages down in the valleys 
and on the mountains of the coal re- 
gions the inhabitants heaved a sigh 
of relief. Many days have gone by 
since such welcome news was received. 
Everywhere there was rejoicing, and 


gion from its largest city, 
down to the lowest 

suffered by the conflict, everyone 
now looks for better times. While the 
larger army of mine workers and their 
families, numbering approximately half 
a million persons, are grateful that 
work is to be resumed Thursday, the 
strikers have still to learn what their 
reward will be. The President hav- 
ing taken prompt action in calling 
the arbitrators together for their first 
meeting Friday, the miners hope they 
will know by Thankegiving Day wh 
practical gain they have made. 

The vote to resume coal mining was 
a unanimous one, and was reached 
only after a warm debate. The prin- 
cipal objection to accepting the arbi- 
tration proposition was that no pro- 
vision was contained in the scheme 
to take care of those men who would 
fall to get back their old positions, 
or would be unabie to get any work 
at all. The engineers and pump men 
get better pay than other classes of 
mine workers, and 2 aid not wish 
to run the risk of losing altogether 
their d places dnd being competied 
to dig coal for a living. Thié question 
came up yesterday and was argued 
right up to the time that adjournment 
was taken. No one had a definite 
plan to offer to overcome the objection, 
and the report of the Committee on 
Resdlutions, recommending that the 
strike be declared off and that all is- 
sues be placed in the hands of the er- 
bitration commission for decision was 
adopted without e question being 
settied. A few omens before ad- 
journment, however, a partial solution 
was reached when @ delegate from the 
furthermost corner @f the hall moved 
that the problem be placed in the hands 
of the executive boards for solution, 
and his suggestion was adopted.

There is 
no doubt that the executive boards 
will take care of the engineers, fire- 
mengand pump men, but there will be 
thousands of other classes of mine 
workers who will have to be looked 
after. In some places, hundreds will 
not be able to get work for weeks. and 
in other localities where the mines are 
in very bad condition, there will be 
no employment for many workmen for 
some months. 

Now that the strike is over, the vol- 
ume of relief money wil’ decrease and 
the local unions will be compelled to 
call upon the national organization for 
assistance when the money in hand 
runs out. With the cloge of the great 
conflict will also end in a few days, 
probably with the passing of this week, 
the assessment now being levied upon 
all bituminous mine workers affiliated 
with the union. The officials who care 
to talk of the situation feel confident 
that the national body will come to 
the assistance and help all those who 
stood out during the suspension. 

Hundreds. of men needed to repair 
the mines and otherwise place them in 
condition for operation will be at work 
tomorrew morning, the convention hav- 
ing decided that this was imperative in 
order to get the men at work quickly 
and satisfy the, country’s demand for 
coal. All the locals will hold meet- 
ings tomorrow, at which instructions 
will be given the members regarding 
their application for work. 

President Mitchell received many con- 
gratulatory telegrams from all over the 
country after the news spread. that the 
strike was ended. On his return to 
headquarters, he was asked for an ex- 
pression of his views on the action of 
the convention, and in reply he said: 

I am well with the as tion of 
the anthracite mite workers in Geciding 
to submit the issues which culminated 


the President of the United States. 
The strike itself has trated the 
power and the dignity of labor. Con- 
servative, intelligent trade unionism 
has received an impetus, the effect of 
which cannot be measured. 

“I earnestly-bope and believe that 
both labor and capital have learned les- 
sons from the miners’ strike which will 
enable them to alopt peaceful, humane 
and business methods of adjusting 
wage differences in the future.” 

OFFICIAL NOTICE, 

After Mitchell had notified President 
Roosevelt of the action of the conven- 
tion, and had received a reply to the 
effect that the commission will meet in 
Washington Friday, he sent out the of- 
ficial announcement through the presi- 
dents to the strikers that the strike was 
off.

WILKESBARRE (Pa) Oct. 21.— 
With the prospect that the President's 
proposition to arbitrate would be ac- 
cepted by a good majority, the con- 
vention of United Mine Workers re- 
sumed its work today in the Nesbitt 
Theater. While a final vote of the 


delegates on the motion before them 


at adjournment yesterday—-the ac- 
ceptance of the settlement proposition 
embodied in President Mitchell's 
speech—may possibly be reached early 
in the afternoon, it is believed that 
the delegates of the steam men, who 
are opposing the resumption of work 
unless they get their places back at 
once with the rest of the strikers have 
not had their full say, and may delay 
the final vote. Nor have the leaders, 
except Mitchell, spoken to any extent. 
For this reason, the entire first ses- 
sion today may be devoted to speeches, 
in which case the final polling of the 
delegates will proceed during the lat- 
ter part of the afternoon. 

A formal announcement to the public, 
prepared last night by the Resolutions 
Committee, which included Mitchell and 
other high officers of the mine workers, 
awaits the result of the voting on the 
President's proposal. There is almost 
no doubt that this announcement an- 
ticipates a settlement of the strike, and 
that among other things it will thank 
the public for its ald in the struggle.

The Committee en 
Resolutions held a final meeting before 
the convention assembled, at which the 
resolutions to be presented were re- 
viewed and finally passed upon. 
GETTING TO WORK. 

The delegates were prompt in getting 
down to work. Ag soon as President 
Mitchell arrived in the hall, at 10:06 
o'clock a. m., he called the delegates to 
order. The Committee on Resolutions 
wae called on, but it was not ready to 
report. 

The question of the reinstatement of 
all men in their former positions was 
immediately resumed. The question be- 
fore the convention was a motion to ac- 
cept the recommendations of the officers 
to call off the strike, and submit all 
questions at issue to the arbitration 
commission. A delegate from the 
Hazelton region asked how the indi- 
vidual operators stood on the arbitra- 
tion plan. He called attention to the 
fact that the arbitration made by the 
railroad operators did not contain the 
name of John Markle, or the name of 
any other individual concern. In reply, 
Mitchell said that while no indtvidun 
operators had signed the plan, he did 
hy understand that they were against 

A delegate from Wilkesbarre said the 
superintendent of the Kingston Coal 
Company had promised to give work to

speech by another delegate from the 
Wyoming Valley followed. He asked 
the men to stop talking about all get- 
ting back to work.

FLOOD OF IMMIGRATION. 


NEAR HIGH-WATER MARK. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.] During the year ending 
July 30, 1902, more Italians arrived in 
the United States as immigrants than 
live in old Venice, and one-third as 
many. as live in Rome. If the Italian 
immigrants of this single year had been 
congregated in a space on the plains, 
now uninhabited, they would have made 
a city 1 r than Providence or St. 
Paul. Austro-Hungarians were 
within a few thousands of being as 
many. The Russian empire. which 
Stands third in sige of its contribution 
to our population, sent here in the last 
fiscal year the same number of persons, 
approximately, as live in a city like 
Syracuse or New. Haven or Fall River. 
Here, then are three European 
which are pouring into the United 
States at the mt rate of popula- 
tion each year not much less than that 
of Baltimore or St. Louis. It is easy to 
see that such a condition presents grave 
problems. 

The stream of immigration is now 
nearing the high-water mark of 1882, 
when the arrivals numbered 788,992. 
From that figure, it fell off in succeed- 
ing years, and so quieted public appre- 
hension by suggesting that perhaps a 
great immigration movement was pass- 
ing over. In 1895, the immigration had 
fallen off to 258,000, and in 1898 to 229,000, 
but it has since then been rapidly 
growing, until in the fiscal vear review 
the total alien immigration amounted to 
730,798, an increase of 167,930 over the 
preceding year.

Kentucky Commission Makes 
an Attack on the Southern 
Merger of Morgan. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SALT LAKE CITY, Oct. 21.—({Exctu- 
sive Dispatch.] That the negotiations 
between the Oregon Short Line and the 
San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
railroads, wherein the former will give 
way to the latter by direct purchase or 
lease, are rapidly drawing to a close, is 
certain from developments that have 
come to light during the past twenty- 
four hours, and from proceedings that 
are now under way. For the fast two 
days the officials of both roads have 
been in secret conference in this city 
and upon the road. Among the more 
prominent of the Short Line's repre- 
sentatives are Vice- ent Cornish, 
Harriman’s business agent; General 
Manager Bancroft, Superintendent E. 
E. Calvin and Resident Engineer Ash- 
ton. Those who are present to look 
after the interests of the San Pedro are 
Vice-President Gibbon, General Man- 
ager Wells, J. Ross Clark, Dr. Bracken, 
C. O. Whittemore and Resident Engi- 
neer McCartney. 

After a session yesterday that lasted 
well into last night, the entire party 
named, with some others, this morning 
pulled out on a special train going 
south, for the purpose, it was ascer- 


| tained, of inspecting by daylight the 


entire 427 miles of Short Line track 
which the San Pedro is to acquire. The 
task will take about three or four days. 
The main line between here and Cal- 
ientes will be covered in every part, 
and the Tin branch will be run over 
as a side p. In the mean time there 
is the utmost activity in the legal de- 
partments of the two companies.

Any stock 
might be bought, and purchasers u+u- 
ally could find those willing to sel. 

if others desire to buy Northern 
Securities stock they c@uld only do 
80 by offering a high enough price. 

“We have tried,” he said, to make 
it as difficult as we could fairly for 
such raids to prove successful. 

“I do not control who shall or might 
own the stock. Some of the owners 
who usually work togehter would be 
slow to sell without consulting their 
associates out of eleven or twelve hun- 
dred Northern Securities shareholders, 
I know probably twenty-five or thirty. 
The largest single holder of Northern 
Securities stock | know is Harriman, 
or at least the issue of stock was to 
him some months ago. The outstand- 
ing stock of the Northern Securities 
Company is somewhere near $369,000,000 
Harriman might double his holdin 
but he would have to pay a fair price 
for it if he bought it. The real pro- 
tection is the union of the effort to de- 
velop the great Northwest businees. 

The next line of questions pertained 
to the matter of rates and joint rates, 
— was gone into considerably in de- 
tall. 

In answer to questions by W. A. Day, 
attorney for the Interstate Commerce 


| Commission, Hill said the Great North- 


ern Railway owned no line of railway 
of itself, having, however, many lines 
under lease. 

The reduction of rates, since the ac- 
quirement of the Burlington was not un 
unusual thing, said Hill. He said rates 
Were reduced as traffic increased. which 
had followed the Burlington purchase. 
He made no attempt to influence rates 
von the Burlington. 

The acquisition of the Burlington had 
not diverted traffic from other lines to 
the Northern Pacitic and Great North- 
ern, but bed actually created new traf- 
fic for them. All railroads have re- 
cently increased their business, but no 
others had developed to so great an ex- 
tent as his line. The effect if the Bur- 
lington had become the property of the 
Union Pacific would have been so se- 
rious that he would have recommended 
a sale at once. It would not have given 
hard competition, but would have abso- 
futely prevented the getting of business

The fire broke out with an explosion 
in the drying-house, which is seven 
stories in height, and stands close to 
the main building of the plant, which is 
four stories high.

VENICE TOTTERING. | 
Architectural Experts Find That 
. Mearly All the Great Buildings, Includ- 
: ing St. Mark’s, Need Repairing. 
mr CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, Oct. §8.—When St. Mark's 
Campanile collapsed in Venice, the 
Italian government woke up and began 
to examine the state of the other his- 
torical monuments in the ancient city. 
The results of this examination, of 
which reports are just at hand, are sur- 
prising. 
To the horror of Sig. Boni and the 
architectural experts who have been 
eiding him in his inspection of the 
buildings which are the glory of Venice, 
mearly every one of them proves 
to in a more or less shaky condi- 
tion, while some of the finest seem on 


the point of tumbling down. The Church 


of St. Mark, most important of Venitian 
etructures, is not thought to be in any 
immediate danger, but a lot of repair 
will be necessary before it is entirely 
safe, in spite of the fact that, unlike 
the monuments, it has had for 
years an independent fund of more 
than $10,000 a year. Nearly all the 
great arches by which the building is 
supported have moved, and across the 
mosaics upon the arch of the Apoca- 
lypee stretches a great ragged crack. 
The windows by which the arch is 
lighte@d has been dragged inward six or 
seven inches. There are many other 


signs of decay, notably in the famous 
bronze 


horses over the door. 
have to be taken down and 
The state of the Doges is 
worse. It was found that the wall on 
which Tintoretto’s great paintifig of 
Paradise has hung for so long was bad- 
ly cracked. The authorities have not 
ided yet whether these fissures are 
evidences of a general crumbling, or 
only a sequel to the straining of the 
walle by the volumes in St. Mark's li- 
brary. on account of which the books 
were lately moved elsewhere. In order 
that the wall may be repaired, it will 
be necessary to undertake the ticklish 
task of taking down and rolling up the 
great cahvas of Tintoretto. What 
causes still more pee the fact 
that the eastern wall of the palace has 
begun to buige out, and shows several 
long, oblique cracks.

These 
are the Church of Santa Maria Gloriosa 
and that of Giovanni Paolo. The first, 
which, besides the famous Madonna and 
angels over the door, contains three 
Titians and Giovanni Bellini’s master- 
piece, is literally on the = of falling 
to pieces, Its campanile sunk near- 
ly a foot, pulling with it parts of the 
nave and transept. The experts hope 
to save the church by bracing the sides 
of the nave in order to restrain the 
splitting tendency. The Church of 
Giovanni e Paolo, which is especially 
interesting as the burial place of many 
Doges, is also tottering. Large cracks 
can be seen. the floor slopes downward, 
arches have bent, and columne 
and the right-hand wall of 
the trunsept threatens to collapse com- 
Several of the most important 
towers in the city also have sunk upon 
their foundations, and got off the per- 
pendicular, while that of San Stefano is 
calculated to be falling at the rate of 
two-fifths of an inch per year.

President Mitchell gave it as his opin- 
ion that the commission would make its 
report within one month. Then he put 
the question on the adoption of the re- 
port, after a motion to close debate had 
been adopted, and asked in a short 
speech that the vote be unanimous. 
There was one loud roar of applause, 
and the great struggle was official'y 
off. The delegates arose dnd cheer co 
for fully a minute. President Mitchell 
came in for a share of the applause. 

When order was restored resolutions 
were adopted thanking all organiza- 
tions and individuals for the assistance 
they have rendered the mine workers in 
the strike. A resolution was also 
adopted recommending to State Legis- 
latures that no persons under 21 years 
of age be employed in or about mines 
for more than eight hours per day. An- 
other important action was the adop- 
tion of the resolution that all men who 
are needed to place the mines in condi- 
tion can return to work at once. This 
applies more particularly to engineers, 
firemen and pumpmen. 

The engineers made another plea that 
something be done in the way of taking 
care of the men who failed to find work, 
It was decided that this question be 
left in the hands of the executive 
boards of the three districts. Envel- 
opes addressed to President Mitchell at 
Wilkesbarre were distributed among 
the delegates with instructions that all 
pay envelopes, due bills, statements of 
wages and anything that may help the 
miners in their case before the arbitra. 
tion commission be sent to him. 

Rev. J. J. Curran of Wilkesbarre 
made a few remarks to the miners, and 
congratulated them on the strike settle- 
ment. There being no other business 
before the convention, a delegate arose 
and suggested that before adjourning 
the delegates should sing, “My Coun- 
tryq, "Tis of Thee,” adding, “Just to 
show that we are law-abiding citizens.” 

This was done, and the mine workers’ 
convention came to an end with three 
cheers for John Mitchell.

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. 


Elaborate Study of Oils of the State 
in Progress—Many Discoveries of 
Value in the Laboratories. : 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
BERKELEY, Oct. 20.—The oils of 
California are receiving elaborate study 
from the department of chemistry. The 
investigations deal with the chemical 
properties, economic possibilities, and 
relative qualities of petroleums from 
various fields, as compared with oils 
from other States and countries. Prof. 
Edmond O'Neill spent last summer in 
the Texas oil fields, and he plans an 
early visit to the wonderful deposits at 
Baku and elsewhere in Buropean Rus- 


sia. 

Many chemical discoveries have been 
made in the chemical laboratories at 
Berkeley. The smokeless powder used 
by the United States was the inven- 
tion of W. C. Peyton, 7, a graduate of 
the college of chemistry. A valuable 
new explosive was recently devised by 
E. A. Starke, a former assistant in 
chemistry. It was an assistant in the 
chemical laboratory, Adolph Sommer, 
who invented lucol and viscol, paint 
and leather oils which have come to be 
of much commercial importance. Dr. 
W. C. Blasdel, instructor in chemistry, 
recently isolated a new substance 
known as ceroptene while investigating 
the coloring matter in a species of Call- 
fornia fern. The chemical constituents 
of various California plants have been 
the subject of investigation, Several new 
products have resulted from these 
studies, among them the terpines dis- 
covered in various sequoias, pines and 
laurels. A recent investigation was into 
the heat factors governing chemical re- 
actions.

Among its graduates 
may be mentioned John M. Stillman, 
'74, now professor of chemistry. in Stan- 
ford University; 8.

Wendell Jackson, ‘74, formerly pro- 
fessor of mineralogy in the university, 
and now president of a large chemical

H. C. Moffitt, 89, of San ncisco, a 
well-known physician; D Arthur 
Lachman, ‘93, who recently resigned 


the chair of chemistry in the University 
of Oregon to go to the Philippines as 
government chemist in charge of im- 
portant investigations into the, prod- 
ucts of the archipelago;.J..W. Atkin- 
son, 82, superintendent of the Union 
Sugar Company, which operates at 
Santa Maria and Alvarado; M. R. El- 
sasser, 87, manager of antimony mines 
in Mexico, and the man who controls 
the antimony market of the world; 
James L. de Fremery, 82, of New York, 
president of the American Lucol Com- 
pany; W. H. Rees, 93, superintendent 
for the Inyo Borax Company; E. A.

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‘STRUGGLE FOR POWER. 


INDISSOLUBLY EVERYWHERE 
WITH UNIVERSAL FIGHT FOR. Lin- 
ERTY — DESPOTISM OF MAJORITIES ~— 
STATES RIGHTS QUBSTION UNSET- 
TLED — MORAL FORCES MOST POTENT 
FOR WORLD'S WELFARE.

T IS easier to say that all men are 

endowed by their Creator with the 

inalienable right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness than it is to 
put all men in possession of these in- 
estimable privileges. Robinson Crusoe 
had them to the fullest extent to which 
they could be enjoyed on a lonély island 
in the Pacific Ocean. There was cer- 
tainly no one to dispute his sway. The 
misery of the situation, however, was 
that while he had no one to hinder his 
pursuit of happiness he had no one to 
help him in it. The tug of war comes 


of happiness, multiply in the midst of 
limited conditions for the gratifications 
of their wants. The difficulty increases 
with all the accumulating complications 
of advancing civilization. The minute 
division of labor incident to high civ- 
ilization, while it adds to the total sum 
of human accomplishments, narrows 
the sphere of the individual and puts 
him at the mercy of outside forces over 
which he has little direct control. 
NBED FOR STRONG GOVERNMENT 
Everywhere, therefore, the struggle 
for freedom is Indissolubly linked with 
the struggle for power. Where every 
man is left to himself and every man’s 
hand is against his brother, all true 
freedom disappears. The problem of 
the ages has been for the people to ob- 
tain the protection of a strong govern- 
ment which should at the same. time 
secure to them the largest amount of 
liberty compatible with the main- 
tenance of the central authority. 
Theoretically the best way to obtain 
these results is through a representa- 
tive government, such as our fathers 
provided for the United States. Our 
Constitution is a remarkable com- 
bination of principles representing on 
the one hank e concentration of 
power in the general government, and 
on the other its distribution among the 
people. These two elements may be 
called the centripetal and centrifugal 
forces. Repeatediy in the struggle to 
maintain the highest amount of indi- 
vidual liberty it has been made to ap- 
pear that it must be ineffectual with- 
out the protecting power of a strong 
central government. The arrangements 
by which this balance of power is se- 
cured, and the contentions that are con- 
stantly raging around them, are worthy 
of closest study. 
OPPRESSION OF MINORITIBS. 
One of the most startling facts, but 
one which superficial thinkers are 
likely to ignore, is that the worst and 
most hopeless despotism of the world 
is that which an irresponsible majority 
may exercise over a struggling minor- 
ity. In many Mohammedan countries, 
for example, the Christian minority has 
no power to maintain its rights, while 
in all representative governments the 
premotor of the rights of the minority 
s one of the most difficult objects to be 
attained. In our own government the 
attempt was made to secure this by the 
adoption at the butset of a Constitu- 
tion containing a bill of rights,” which 


Recognizing that an irresponsible ma- 
jorjty would be in danger of disregard- 
ing the rights of the minority, the Con- 
stitution has provided that there are 
certain things which the majority 
should not be permitted to do, such, for 
instance, as the passage of ex post 
facto” laws and laws interfering with 
religious heliet or with “bona fide’ con- 
tracts already made, or which should 
deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law. 
Thus at the outset the founders of the 
United States government made it pos- 
sible at all times to appeal from Philip 
drunk to Philip sober—in other words, 
to raise the question of the constitu- 
tionality of a law. 5 

DANGER LURKS IN LOCAL OPTION 

Few seem to be aware of the full sig- 
nificance of the movement for “local 
option” going on so extensively in this 
country. The movement is by no means 
limited to the sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages, but involves an indefinite exten- 
sion of the power of all municipalities. 
The majority in New York City, for ex- 
ample, wishes to be independent of the 
control of the State of New York in a 
large number of matters which are of 
great account. It wishes to regulate 
for itself, not only the sale of alcoholic 
liquors, but the methods of the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath and various other 
things in which it is supposed that the 
needs of the city differ from those of 
the country. 

The question is not altogether dissim- 
ilar to that which agitated the country 
at the time of the Civil War, when the 
issue was between the rights of the 
States and the rights of the general 
government. Previous to the war it 
was believed by nearly one-half of the 
people that the ‘general government 
had no right to coerce a State which 
wished to withdraw and set up by 
itself, or joim with others in an inde- 
pendent confederacy. So strong was 
this difference of opinion that no set- 
tlement could be found except through 
the arbitrament of war. This settled 
the question, for the time, at least, in 
favor of the Union. The might in the 
case was accepted for the right. 

QUESTION OF STATE'S RIGHTS. 

But the future is not so secure as 
might at first appear. Indeed, there 
can be no permanent settlement of such 
a question. The perpetuation of the 
Unſon must ever depend upon the main- 
tenance of an overwhelming public 
sentiment which so appreciates the be- 
nign mission of the central government 
that it will continue to grant it ade- 
quate power to enforce its decrees, and 
will from time to time so enlarge its 
power that it can cope with the un- 
foreseen problems that are continually 
arising. For example, as President 
Roosevelt clearly perceives, before the 
general government can deal success- 
fully with the gigantic corporations 
arising on every hand its powers must 
be enlarged. The interstate railroad 
law is inadequate. Under the present 
Constitution the powers of a corpora- 
tion sheltering itself under the statutes 
of New Jersey cannot be adequately 
controlled by the Legislatures of Wis- 
consin or Jowa, where the main field of 
its operations lies, or even by the 
United States. The final adjustment 
between the rights of the States and 
the rights of the country as a whole 1s 
far from being reached. 

UTAH AND MORMONISM. 

One of the most interesting Iillustra- 
tions of the struggle appears in the 
conflict between Mormonism and the 
general government. So long as Utah 
was a territory Cnogress could make 
laws for the direct. suppression of Mor- 
monism, and actually did passa most 
drastic code for its suppression, and, 
on the admission of Utah to the Union, 
it.was required that it should incor- 
porate into its constitution a clause 
prohibiting polygamy. But after the 
State is admitted the general govern- 
ment loses all further control of the 


„ter. There is now no constitu-

tional hindrance to Utah's changing its 
own Constitution upon that point. An 
easier way for the permission of polyg- 
amy is simply to let the laws against 
it lapse and the provisions of the 
Constitution become a dead letter, for, 
as these must be enforced through 
the machinery of the State courts, 
there is now no way for the general 
government to secure efficiency in 
their enforcement. In a State with 
an overwhelming majority believing in 
polygamy, the Legislature will not 
enact efficient laws, while if they 
were formally enacted grand juries 
would make no arraignments under 
them, and petit ries would find no 
evidence to convict who were 
arraigned. 

Thus, in the nature of the case, the 
struggle between the conflisting in- 
terests of mankind must be perpetual. 
Liberty is but the power to overcome 
obstacies, to resist enemies and to ap- 
propriate one’s fair share of the good 
things of the world. The gigantic 
combinations of capital are simply ef- 
forts to obtain increased liberty, and 
power by freeing capitalists from the 
competition of antagonistic elements. 
The equally frantic combination of 
laborers is for the power of selt- 
protection. Neither has any necessary 
reference to the welfare of the gen- 
eral public. But how shall the eat 
public have power to protect itself 
against these contending giants? It 
is easy to say that this can be done 
through the ballot box, but even with 
universal suffrage, it is extremely dit- 
ficult to secure laws which are wise 
enough and officials who are strong 
enough and pure enough to carry out 
the behests of the majority; while, if 
the majority is wrong, who shall 
protect the minority? 

WORLD'S HOPE CHRISTIANITY. 

To the close student of human at- 
fairs the great hope of the world lies 
in the moral forces issuing from 
Christianity, which loom up behind 
and above all mechanical arrangements 
for the maintenance of individual 
rights. It was jong ago said by one 
ot the acutest students of political 
institutions that he did not care who 
made the laws if he were 


height of his political power there 
was no other man whose influence he 
sO much courted as that of John G. 
Whittier. The visits of the statesman 
to the humble home of the er 
poet were frequent and not of brief 
duration. The fact was that a single 


stan of Whittier had influence 
enough to make or unmake the politi- 
cal fortunes of any Massachusetis 


y 
statesman. The influence of Tolstoi in 
Russia is somewhat similar. Politi- 
clans in a Christian country dare ot 
ignore those who agitate r moral 
reforms. A small minority may hold 
the balance of power. 

Thus throughout Christendom there 
is an ever active power behind the 
throne which is irresistible in forcing 
even the most unwilling agents to be 
ministers of justice to all. One of the 
most beautiful things in the present 
situation is that, during the past cen- 
tury, the moral power of Christianity 
has won its most phenomenal .victories 
and has already well night secured the 
fulfillment of the paradoxical prophecy 
“meek shall inherit the 
earth.” 

Through the leavening process of 
Christian ideas and by virtue of the 
unceasing activities of that inestim- 
able product, the moral reformer, 
woman has, for example, been set 
upon g pedestal of unrivaled influence. 
Without the right of suffrage she has 
come to have almost everything that 
she could wish. All the avenues to 
education are now open to her. In 
America she has almost usurped the 
privilege of teaching in the public 
schools, while no vocation for which 
she is fitted is arbitrarily el 
against her. Slavery has been 
ished throughout the Christian world, 
not because the slaves had direct poli- 
tical power, but by the force of the ap- 
peal which their hopeless condition 
made to Christian philanthropists of 
the oppressing race. Most impressive 
of „ perhaps, was the liberation 
of the serfs in Russia, where, under 
pressure of the general Christian 
sentiment,. the movement was initia- 
ted by the Czar himself. The incon- 
sistency of a follower of Christ hold- 
ing in bondage a fellow being for 
whom Christ had died is so great 
that it has become insufferable. 

DAWN OF PEACE ERA. 

Thus everywhere it is seen that the 
mora! forces of Christianity are more 
and more dictating national politics.

F. ris is remarkably free from those 
twin evils of a manufacturing city. 
smoke and strikes. The clear sky of 
Paris is a welcome change to those 
who run over there from the gloomy 
English metropolis, and the working- 
men of the gay city are, as a rule, 
prosperous and contented. 7 
In addition to the 98,000 factories 
and workshops within the city of 
Paris there are thousands of outsiders 
who work at their homes. The usual 
Paris factory is very small, the av- 
erage number of employés being only 
six. No less, than 60,000. girls are 
employed, for about eight months of 
the year, on gowns and hats, and 
tens of thousands are employed in 
making corsets. Almost everything 
under the sun is made in Paris. from 
pins to locomotives, but the princi- 
pal manufacturing industries are those 
which produce small articles_requirin= 


‘a high grade of talent on part of the 


artisan. but Lot necessitating the use 
of huge factories, ponderous machin- 
ery. loud noise and offensive smoke. 
There are 5000 workshops in Paris 
where furniture is manufactured, 
each employing on an average three 
or four men. There are two thous- 
ard shops which make watches, tutn- 
ing out an annual product worth 
$5,000,000, and thousands upon thous- 
ands of people are engaged in making 
the so-called articles de Paris.“ 
which means “notions” and fancy 
gvods of all kinds, including jewelry, 
artificial flowers, buttons and other 
of 
leather, ivory, horn and bone. Ac- 
cording to the Encyclopedia Brit- 
annica. as long ago as 1872 there 
were employed in the manufacture 
of these minor articles no less Man 
35,000 persons. By this time the 
number has undoubtedly at least 
trebled. , 
There is a lesson in this that we 
of Los Angeles might well take to 
heart. While all patriotie citizens o° 
Los Angeles are anxious to see the 
city thrive, and prosper, and pro- 
gress, there are many of us who would 
regret to see our sunny sky obecured 
by clouds of thick smoke. and our 
social fabric constantly upset by dis- 
turbing and menacing strikes and la 


bor troubies, such as are ali too cn 


mon in great manufacturing centers, 
auch as Pittsburgh. and Petersen. on 
Chirazc. When we speak of a 
manufacturing city, we usually call 
to mind a forbidding aggregetion of 
great gioomy brick structures. with 
{mmense smoke stacks, belching forth 
euffocating smoke. As we have 
shown above, it is not at all neces- 
sary $bat.a manufacturing industry

should involve such drawbacks. Paris 
is not the only city of continental 
Europe which derives a large per- 
centage of its income from such minor 
manufacturing industries. In Vienna, 
also, hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple make a good living in the manu- 
facture of buttons, meerschaum pipes 
and other minor articles of use and 


ornament, in which skill on the part 


of the artisan plays a larger part 
than machinery, or fuel. 

It ig to such manufacturing enter- 
prises that we should lend every en- 
couragement gnd support in Los An- 
geles, rather than to big and posst- 
bly impracticable schemes for the 
establishment of rolling mi!!s and so 
forth. These will doubtless come fn 
time, if there is a good opening for 
them, but meanwhile, let us do ev-: 
erything in our power to encourage 
the establishment here of these mi- 
nor industries, involving the em- 


‘ployment of a few skilled mechanics, 


each turning out a product, of itself 
comparatively unimportant, but in the 
aggregate going a long way to swell 
the total value of manufactured goods 
in Los Angeles, which, according to 
the United States census repo , 


amounted in 1900 to the handsome 


figure of 321.297.727. As this prod- 
uct had increased 115 per cent. dur- 
ing the ten years between 1890 aad 
1900, it is safe to presume that the 


value of manufactured goods produceu 


in Los Angeles during this year wu 
not be less than $30,000,000. By lend- 
ing every encouragement to the es- 
tablishment of such minor manufac- 
tures as those above referred to. we 
can easily bring the amount up to 
$50,000,000, by the time the next cen- 
sus is taken. ’

EEHANDELAAR SA 
FIESTA SHOULD HAVE 
ELECTRIC PARADE SIMILAR TO 
KANSAS CITY’s. 
— — 
He Has Just Returned from “Priests 
| Of Pallas” Celebration, and Says That 


the Trolley Night Should Be Emu- 
lated by Los Angeles. 


Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion has just returned from Kansas 
City, where, on October 7, he witnessed 
the unique trolley parade connected 
with the celebration known as the 
“Priests of Pallas.” Mr. Zeehandelaar 
viewed this electrical display especially 
to get pointers for a similar feature 
which is planned for Los Angeles’ com- 
ing fiesta, and says it was a Ke 
able creation, well worth. emulating 
here. Of the parade he said: 

“I cannot better illustrate the vast 
Improvement of such an electrical 
parade over the night parades that we 
used to have here than to compare it to. 
the improvement of the electric light 
over the candle. 4 

“The theme represented by the pa- 
rade was ‘flowers,’ and was carried out 
by fifteen floats, each portraying a 
particular’ flower. The floats were con- 
structed on the trucks of common street 
cars, and were propelled by the usual 
dynamo and lighted from the trolley by 
invisible electric wires. Some floats 
had as many as three hundred incan- 
descent lamps, and many had power- 
ful arc lights and also calcium lights 
wherever such effects were necessary to 
bring out the subjects most attract- 


tric lights can be made is simply mar- 
velous. The lamps were colored to har- 
monize with the subject to which the 
float was devoted, and the brilliancy of 
_the parade as the floats glided over the 
tracks elicited much well-merited ap- 
plause from over half a million people, 
many of whom had come to ‘Kansas 
City to witness the parade. 

“If the people of Los Angeles desire 
the next flesta to be in every way a 
novel and magnificent attraction, they 
should at once give their liberal finan- 
cial support to the committee, as it will 
be necessary to commence the con- 
struction of the floats at once. 

Kansas City has learned to appre- 
ciate its annual festival as a means of 
bringing more than 150,000 people to 
witness the event from the surround- 
ing towns within a radius of fifty 
miles. Our flesta is witnessed by a 
large number of tourists to whom an 
electrical parade would be a great at- 
traction, as such a display has never 
been presented outside of Kansas City. 
which was the first to experiment on 
these lines. : 

“If the Fiesta Committee is enabled 
to introduce this grand spectacle it is 
their intention to repeat the parade 
three or four evenings, and thousands 
of people will come from all over 
Southern California to behold the most 
dazzling spectacle that the imagination 
can conceive.”

She Burns Buttons. 


A widow living in one of the big tene- 
ment houses on the East Side has dis- 
covered a novel substitute for coal. She 
is employed by a large button firm to 
sew celluloid and composition buttons 
on cards. Large bags wu of buttons, 
as they come from the factories—some 
perfect, some broken or having flaws 
in the finish—are sent to her home. 
In discarding some of the imperfect 
specimens a few days ago she threw 
them upon the fire. The proportion of 
celluloid contained in them was suffi- 
cient to cause the buttons to ignite, but 
was not large enough to cause an ex- 
plosion. More buttons were thrown 
on the fire, and when all of the coal in 
the grate had been consumed there 
remained from the heated buttons a 
giow sufficient to boil a kettle of water. 
This was not entirely extinguished 
when the woman prepared to make the 
fire on the following morning. Since 
then the experiment has been tried 
with larger numbers of the imperfect 
buttons, thousands of which were stored 
in a bedroom, and a fire which lasted

GAROUTTE'S “HITS.” 


Associate Justice Garoutte was then 
introduced amid a cockle-warming 
round of cheers and applause. Intro- 
ducing his extenrporaneous remarks 
with witticisms and sincere compliments 
the Southland, Justice Garoutte 
closed with some plain truths and good 
advice, which bore the weight of twelve 
years’ service on the highest bench, and 
were much appreciated. 

Justice. Garoutte’s speech was dis- 
tinctly a nit“ —the feature of the even- 
ing. He is the youngest member of the 
court, and is just concluding a career 
of success On that bench. The banquet 
assumed the nature of both a farewell 
and a welcome to him on his changed 
sphere of activieg. His candidacy for 
Chief Justice, for which he was de- 
feated by Beatty, formed a fine subject 
for subtle humor. : 

“When I first received the Invitation 
to speak on this occasion.) said he, 1 
declined. I did not give me reasons 
they were personal. Perhaps it would 
be apropos to give my reagons now. 
Before long I found myself running for 
office. Then it came over me that in 
view of the many courtesies extended 
to the appellate court by this bar asso- 
ciation, my duty was to arcent. I aid 
so, and went back to San Francisco to 
prepare my address for this oecaston. 
If my recollection serves me well, the 
subject ran somethirg Uke this: ‘What 
In do when I'm Caief Justice of the 
Supreme Court.’

But I want to congratulate the Los 
Angeles counselors-at-law, continued 
Justice Garoutte. “First. I want to con- 
gratulate you on your bar association— 
on the energy. interest and progressive 
spirit you show in your organization. 
Up in San Francisco we have a bar 
association [long sigh and pause,] but 
it is a very conservative bar associa- 
tion. It is so slow and lifeless, I might 
compare it to one of those Swiss gla- 
ciers, that moves an inch every thous- 
and years. Within the past vear three 
ex-Justices of the Supreme Court have 
taken the long journey, yet up to date 
not one thing has been done to perpetu- 
ate the memory of these illustrious con- 
freres. It will be done, to be sure—~in 
time. But if such action becomes the 
custom, it will come so that these re- 
membBrances wiil have to be made in 
job lots, probably once every decade.“ 

Justice Garoutte sounded an eloquent 
thevgh inextravagant paean of praise 
for Southern California. He compared 
this city to a toddling infant, bubbling 
over with strength, youth, health and 
beauty. By the application of an apt 
funny story, he showed that as the in- 
fant is abnormal, so must be its nutri 
tion and care, and he urged the assem- 
bled lawyers to contribute their part to 
the fostering of what he predicted 
would some day be an extraordinary 
metropolis. 

The Justice then passed to real cos- 
pel he had to deliver. Lighting up his 
remarks with frequent flashes of wit, 
he dispensed very plainly and forcibly 
a few impressions from his experience 
on the Supreme Bench. “I occupy a

tra time, (in addition to the hour which 
the rules allow,) in which to present 
this — The importance of this ac- 
tion will not allow of making it clear 
to your honorable body in the hour 
allotted.’ The Chief Justice over- 
rules the petition, and the lawyer pro- 
ceeds with his argument like this: ‘If 
your horors please, for the edification 
of your honorable body I have classt- 
fied my argument on this case under 
six heads, each of which is in four: 
subdivietons.’ Then he gocs ahead and 
talke for fifty-nine minutes. Then ne 
enys: ‘Now I have not touched upon 
the most important points in this 
case at all. In fact, the time has been 
so limited that I ot 
of the nts material to a decisiot 
this FE etc., etc.’ Then the Chief 
Justice informs the advocate that his 
is up. [Laughter and applause.) 
In like manner, and with equally 
telling stories from his fund of ex- 
perience, Justice Garoutte mae ridicu- 
lous other follies of attorneys in the 
viecher court. He inveighed most 
etrenuously against the -custom with 
some lawyers of citing one hundred 
decisions, more or less remotely bear- 
ing upon a case, and demonstrated the 
futility and folly of such conduct. He 
said that five cases bearing. directly 
upon an issue were sufficient in any 
case. Then, after: delicately excluding 
all present from the application of his 
pointers, he abruptly said goodnight. 
JUDGE POPE ON ETIQUETTE. . 
Hon. John D. Pope followed Justice 
Garoutte on behalf of the hosts. He 
took for his topic “Professional Eti- 
quette,” and he delighted his hearers 
with his characterizations of the var- 
fous classes of bad lav gers. The 
“bulldozers,” the “interrupters,” and the 
intolerant barristers were each por- 
trayed in a manner that is only pos- 
sible from ability, and long, close study 
of human nature. In closing, he urged 
his hearers to strive ever more zeal- 
ously to bring the higher virtues to 
bear on the daily conduct of their 
practice, for the sake of themselves 
and the raising of the profession to 
a higher position in public esteem. 
The evening closed with ‘a toast 
drunk rising to Justice Garoutte and 
Judge Pope.

FARM TRAINING IN BELGIUM. 


Schools of Agriculture Being Estab- 
lished Throughout the Country and 
Encouragement Given to Pupils. 
(°TAFF CORRESPONDENCE or THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, Oct. 7.—No other European 
country is devoting as much attention 
to training young men as farmers and 
young women as farmers’ wives as Bel- 
gium is at present. Schools of agricul- 
ture are being buiit in every part of 
the country, and the Belgian govern- 
ment is offering uncommon induce- 
ments to encourage young people to en- 
ter them. The province of Brabant, 
for example, offers to boys every year 
ten scholarships of $50 each, and Ant- 
werp, Hainault, Luxembourg and Liege 
extend sums varying from $20 to $600. 
The course of study in nearly all the 
schools is two years, at Carisbourg it 
is three. The government has aleo 
founded a number of analytical labora- 
tories in connection with the schools, at 
which analyses of milk, wood, earth and 
different food products, such as corn 
and cheese, can be made, at a small 
eost. The success of these laboratories 
has been enormous. In the year when 
they were started, only ninety-four 


analyses were made, while in 1 the 
record was 28,856. 1 
For the training of the girls, dairy 


schools are being started everywhere. 
They can be entered gratis by any girl 
over 15, who is strong enough for dairy 
work, who can show a certificate prov- 
ing that she has had an ordinary ele- 
mentary education, and who will prom- 
ise in writing attend the classes reg- 
ularly. Two thousand girls have been 
trained in practical dairy-keeping since 
the schools were started. 

‘Besides doing all in her power to train 
future farmers, Belgium is offering all 
sorts of advantages to her present tillers 
of the soil. They can gain free advice 
based on the experience of men ot 
science, on almost any subject, by ap- 
plying to the Ministry of Agriculture. 
They can learn just what sort of 
manure to use in a certain district, or 
what sort of potatoes or grain to sow 
on any special land. They receive this 
information in the most definite form, 
as, for instance, that from statistics 
drawn up by the government “the re- 
sult of sixteen trials during the years 
1897, 1898, 1899, in the region of Le 
Campine, 26,314 kilograms per hectare 


of the potato called Rouge de 
Malines were produced with the help 
of manure.” 


As the result of its present efforts, the 
government hopes to raise to the high- 
est level Belgian agriculture in every 
one of its branches.

THE PRIMARY 
HARD FOUGHT. 


Powers Gets Republican 
Delegations. 
Snyder in Lead in the 

| Other Camp. 


The Clever-Glass Combination 
Buried and Bowen a Tri- 
umphant Winner. 


Yesterday's primary election result- 
ed in the choice of Powers delegates 
to the Republican city convention from 
every precinct in Los Angeles; while 
the Democratic delegations are di- 
vided between Snyder and Parker, with 
both sides claiming victory, but Sny- 
der's claim best founded. 

There was no doubt at any time of 
the Republican result, but Democracy 
had a bitter battle, the rival factions 
contesting flercely for supremacy and 
neither side being willing to concede 
anything to the opposition. . 

At 10 o'clock Mayor Snyder claimed 
he had 400 of the 618 delegates in the 
convention, while Mr. Parker declared 
he was absolutely sure of 240 dele- 
gates, with twenty more precincts to 
hear from. The Mayor and his polit- 
ical managers asserted positively that 


| they had the battle won, and Parker 


and his workers made equally posi- 


satisfied of victory, the Parker fol- 
lowers said the convention would teil 
a different tale and that it would show 
the true strength of their candidate 
tar more conclusively than the election 
returns. 
Republicans had no contest over the 
Mayoralty. Everything was for Pow- 
ers. Their fight was confined to the 
Council in nearly every ward, even 
the minor city offices being sidetrackea 
for these contests. 
Democrats lost sight of everything 
but the Mayoralty. Their Council- 
manic contests were hardly considered 
owing to the intense effort of the Par- 
ker adherents to dethrone Mayor 8Sny- 
der and to defeat his ambition for a 
fourth nomination. 
It was the most exciting mary 
election ever held in Los Angeles. The 
vote cast was not far short of that 
of the last Presidential election. Never 
before have the voters of Los Angeles 
taken so intense an interest in a pre- 
liminary contest. Evidently the peo- 
ple have awakened to the importance of 
the primaries, re the individual has 
it in his power take part 18 
those who are to e the eity in an 
official capacity. 
Many electors who do not turn out 
even at a general election appeared at 
the polls yesterday and worked ac- 
tively for the election of delegates to 
the two city conventions of next week. 
If the push“ element of either party 
won ina recinct it was because of 
the skillfül handling of the election ma- 
chinery those who make politics a 
business. They had a decided advan- 
tage over the less practiced tyros, but 
in many cases the latter turned some 
tricks that were surprising. 
BOWEN’'S GREAT VICTORY. 
With the Mayoralty contest eliminat- 
ed because of the unanimity of senti- 
ment for Powers, the Republlcan in- 
terest was centered in the Councill- 
manic contests, especially in the Fifth 
and Setond wards. 
The Fifth was by far the most in- 
teresting, but at no time was there 
any doubt that Councilman Bowen 
would win out over his opponent, Wii- 
liam Wincup. All the batteries of vi- 
tuperation, hatred and falsification had 
been brought to bear by Bowen's ene- 
mies, but their efforts were unavall- 
ing, and the Fifth Ward was carried 
by the incumbent by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 
Outside of his own precinct, Win- 
cup, who had been drawn into the 
t by the managing editor of the 
Express, to gratify a personal grudge 
against Bowen, failed to gecure more 


Practices that would be scorned by 
“Bath-house John“ and “Hinky Dink“ 
of the First Ward in Chicago were in 
duiged in by the followers of the 
“gernalist,” but in every case they 
were unavailing. The people admin- 
istered a just rebuke to the self- 
styled reformer and Bowen goes into 
the convention with almost a 80114 
delegation pledged to his renomination. 
Caucus tickets that had been named 
by high-handed methods Friday, in 
favor of en were defeated in 
every instance by the vote of the 
people yesterday, and the only pre- 
cinct in which the opposition won was 
that in which Mr. Wincup makes his 
home, where Bowen's supporters re- 
frained from making a contest.

— When the battle was over the highest 
vote on the Wincup ticket was seen 
to be eighty-four. and lowest eighty- 
four, while the highest vote on the 
Bowen ticket was ninety-two and the 
lowest ninety. 
While the concentration of effort 
made the result close in this pre- 
cinct, the fight in other portions of 
the ward was less sanguinary. Bowen 
winning in many cases by two to one.

Hansler Murders Wife 
from Ambush, 


Tragedy of Blood on a 
Country Road. 
—— 

Slayer Shoots Victim's Head 
Ojf, and Half His Own 
Face, Yet Lives. 


— 


One of the most dastardly premedi- 
tated murders in the history of South- 
ern California was committed yesier- 
day at noon in a littl arroyo, half a 
mile east of the Puente bridge, where 
the water tank stands, and just about 
‘twenty yards below the little bridge 
on the main county road. The victim 
Was Mrs. Charlotte Hansler, who was 
shot in the head with a load of No. 4 
shot and instantly killed by her hus- 
band, George Hansler, of Los Angeles, 
who then tried to hill himself. 

Since last August the woman had 
been living apart from her husband, 
and going under the name of Loitice Me- 
Kenzie. She .resided with a married 
daughter, Mrs. Charles Johnson, at No. 
516 Crocker street. The murderer, 
George Hansler, has lived in a lodging- 
house at No. 741% South Spring street, 
since the separation. 

Truman Hansler, a brother of George, 
came to Los Angeles Monday to have 
a hrs doctored, and told his sister-in- 
lun that he h‘*ended to drive to his 
home at North Ontario yesteriay. hte 
asked him to take her as far as Po- 
1 ona, Where she desired to Secure an 
extension on a mortgage on a piece of 
pronerty she owned, held by a Vomena 

unk. He consented. and told her 
which route he would go, and she said 
she would be :cady to accompany hit.

LETTER TO BROTHER. 

In the murderer's pocket was found 
a sealed letter addressed to his brother. 
It was opened by the Sheriff, and is 
as follows: 

Brother Truman: You know how I 
have been living in Los Angeles hell 
on earth. You know I love Lottie 
with all my heart. Can't live with 
her although she tried to skin me. 
She deceived me before we were mar- 
ried. She did not tell me she had five 
other men living besides me. She can 
» so easy, but still I love her. She 
made the best home I ever bad when 
she lived with me. Now Truman, you 
know I am about crazy: in fact I can't 
help it. If 1 dle cremate my body. I 
have enough money coming to me from 
my lodges to cremate me. I don’t 
want any fureral and could not have 
one if I wanted it. 1 have tried to do 
right by Lottic. I have been looking 
for this. Return the gun to Hoegee's 
and get back $10 I deposited on it. 
They will charge you $1.50. I rented 
it for a week. 

Oh. 1 vou are my friend. 
but you helped father to get my things. 
She told you to believe she loved you, 
hut only for your help. She has stolen 
from every man she lived with. I have 


the. proof. but still I lo her. -She 
made my home so nice wh she lived 
with me. Oh, hell, you n't read 
this scribbling. My head and my 


heart are broken. Crazy as ever. Tru- 
man. I can’t sleep nights. It is some- 
thing terrible. God only knows. 

Then follows several rambling para- 
graphs so poorly written that only por- 
tions of it can be read. 

Little is known of Hansier in this 
city. He lived in the vicinity of On- 
tario nearly twenty years, and 
was once City Marshal of that town. 
He has been in the real estate bausi- 
ness and it is said he was not always 
careful about the honesty of his trans- 
actions. He has two daughters, one of 
whom is married and lives at North 
Ontario. He owns property in that 
town and is said to be interested in 
several ranches in that section. He is 
a member of the Odd Fellows and 
Woodmen, and in the latter order he 
carries life insurance. 

EVEN CHANCE TO RECOVER. 

At the County Hospital last night 
an operation was performed on Hans- 
ler for the removal of some of the 
shattered bones from his wound. The 
charge of shot which he fired at him- 
self struck him under the left jaw, 
tore away the bone and all the teeth 
on that side of his face, blew off the 
flesh of the cheek and destroyed the 
sight of the left eye. Despite the ter- 
rible wound which he inflicted, the 
physicians at the hospital stated last 
night that he had about an even chance 
of recovery. 

The Coroner will hold the Inquest 
today, probably at Savanna. 

Sheriff’ Hammel brought back from 
the scene of the murder the gun with 
which it was committed, the remaining 
shells from the box purchased by Hans- 
ler., the knife with which he tried 
to kill himself after having failed to 
do so with the gun, and his other ef- 
fects. Four shots had been fir two 
at the woman, one at Hansler thim- 
self, and another probably before the 
arrival of his victim. Hansler is under 
guard by a deputy Sheriff. An officer 
will remain at his bedside as long as 
he is in the hospital.

The explosion occurred as the freight 
train was being run upon a siding in

UNSTABLE SILVER. 

Its Depreciation Has Cost Insular 

Government Approximately One Mil- 

lion Dollars Gold. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

MANILA, Oct. 21.—[By Manila Ca- 
ble.) The depreciation in the value of 
silver has cost the insular government 
approximately a million dollars, in gold, 
as the government is carrying ten 
millions of silver. Further depreciation 
will increase the loss. The official rate 
now is $2.40 silver for $1 gold. The pros- 
pective surplus which the government 
planned to devote to needed public im- 
provements, has vanished, and a small 
deficit seems inevitable. Discontent 
owing to the fluctuating currency is 
general. Many merchants and others 
have sustained losses proportionate to 
that of the government, and hundreds 
of firms have put their business on a 
gold basis.

POMONA. 

BOND PROPOSITION. 
POMONA, Oct. 21.—The Board of 
Trade held an adjourned meeting last 
evening, when Messrs. Law, Nichols, 
Lewis, Schureman and McComas, the 
committee appointed on public improve- 
ments, reported, recommending that the 
proposition of voting $100,000 of bonds— 
$55,000 for a high school building north 
of the railroad track and east of Garey 
avenue, $20,000 for a grade school build- 
ing south of the railroad and east of 
Garey avenue, and $25,000 for a park 
and city hall south of the track and 
west of Ellen street—be presented to 
the City Trustees.

of rock for the outer seawall! has been 
carried one bent. The new derrick 
arrived last week. It is a powerful 
machine, handling with ease a twenty- 
ton rock. Of the dressed stone that 
will form the outer seawalis of the 
breakwater nothing less than eight 
tons will be used. These will run four- 
teen feet above low tide, measure 
twenty feet in width and form a wall 
that will insure safety to the harbor 
in the flercest weather. At the bot- 
— of ten substructure the width is 
orty-eight feet, hav a ual in- 
cline surfaceward. 


Work on the superstructure is slow 
and tedious, as operations depend en- 
tirely on tide weather. It is seldom 
that the men can work at all in the 
forenoon, as the tide generally runs 
several feet above the substructure. 


_ >} Usually they start to work at about 3 


o'clock in the afternoon and continue 
until dark. When a heavy sea is on 
operations will be suspended. An idea 
of the mammoth proportions of the 
work in hand at the breakwater may 
be had when it is clearly understood 
that the dressed rock that will form 
the outer sea walls range in size, so 
that it is extremely difficult to shape 
them together. There will be no ce- 
menting, as many have deen led to 
believe, but the larger rocks will be 
carefully placed, and all gaps filled 
with smaller ones. The dressed stone 
will form only the line of the break- 
water, and in between rough rock will 
be used. 

The work of the superstructure win 
npt interfere with that of the substruc- 
ture in the least. Four thousand three 
hundred and twenty feet of trestle has 


| been built, and 4180 feet more will be 


required. At the ond of the trestle 
90 far constructed piles ninety feet in 
length are being driven. By conserva- 
tive estimate it will require nearly 70,- 
000 feet of stringers and 12,000 ties to 
complete the double trestle to its ter- 
minus. The single track only runs 200 
3 8300 feet of double track 
all. 


The contractors are dumping rock 
at the rate of 45,000 tons monthly, or 
about four tons a minute, figuring on 
actual working time. They are beyond 
contract requirements, having dumped 
9000 more tons in September than is 
exacted. When the breakwater was 
started the depth at which the rock 


four feet, but now it is fifty-two. In 
many cases the rocks are so large that 
only two or three of them can be placed 
on a car at a time 

It is interesting to note the number 
of tons of rock it will require to com- 
plete the breakwater. As near as can 
be ascertained the whole thing will 
contain a string of rock 6600 feet in 
length, or a total number of tons of 
770,000. To deliver the rock to the 
breakwater will require 85,209 cars, 
which would form a line 645 miles 
long if all were strung out together. 
If only one car was used to deliver 
the rock it would have run 13,292,604 
miles, or one-fifth of the distance from 
the earth to the sun. To accomplish 
this would require that the car run 
continually 886,173 hours, 36,924 days, 
or over 100 years, figuring at fifteen 
miles an hour, which is about the 
same as the cars now make. If this 
means of placing the rock at the break- 
water were adopted each wheel on the 
car would have revolved  8,180,268,501 
times by the time the last pound of 
rock was delivered.

Hansler Murders Wife 
From. Ambush, 


Tragedy of Blood on a 
Country Road. 


Slayer Shoots V.ctim’s Head 
Off, and Half His Own 
Face, Yet Lives. 


One of the most dastardly premedl- 
tated murders in the history of South- 
ern California was committed yester- 
day at noon in a little arroyo, half a 
mile east of the Puente bridge, where 
the water tank stands, and just about 
twenty yards below the little bridge 
on the main county road. The victim 
was Mrs. Charlotte Hansler, who was 
shot in the head with a load of No. 4 
shot and instantly killed by her hus- 
band. George Hansler, of Los Angeles, 
who then tried to hill himself.
